FINAL REPORT 
ON THE 

PROPOSAL TO LOCATE THE CENTRAL INTELLIGENCE AGENCY 
HEADQUARTERS BUILDING AT LANGLEY, VIRGINIA 

At the request of the Director of the Central Intelligence Agency, the 
National Capital Planning Commission at its meeting on February 3, 1956, 
reconsidered the action taken at its December meeting on the proposal to 
establish A new headquarters for the Agency at Langley, Virginia, and voted 
to approve the location considered by the Agency to be the most suitable 
site for its purposes 0 

The undersigned committee was appointed by the Chairman to draft and 
submit the final report on this proposal, as required by the National 
Capital Planning Act of 1952c Membership of the committee includes those 
who have been for and against the Langley site^ 

As the Commission had been very evenly divided in both its initial 
opposition and subsequent approval of the Langley location, the committee 
has chosen to present the differing points of view on the basic planning 
issues involved. 

Concern of Commission and Co uncil in D ecision 

Under the Planning Act of 1952, the Planning Commission and Regional 
Planning Council have collaborative responsibility to prepare and maint a i n 
a comprehensive plan for the development of the National Capital and its 
environs. As the central planning agency for the Federal and District 
Governments, the Commission has the prime duty of reviewing Federal agency 
development programs in order to advise as to their consistency with the 
Comprehensive Plan. 

It is now widely recognized that the most important single factor 
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Washington region has been the growth and spread of Federal establishments. 
Consequently, the Commission’s 19E>0 Comprehensive Plan laid great emphasis 
on the size and location of government agencies. In order to produce an 
orderly and uniform expansion of the region, new Federal establishments 
which could be appropriately located outside the Central Area were to be 
distributed on the periphery of existing development or beyond, at such 
locations as to encourage local development that would be harmonious with 
other requirements of the Plant, Except in Bethesda and Suitland, where 
commitments had already been made, no single installation larger than 

employees was recommended. Furthermore, new installations were lo- 
cated at least five miles from each other or from other large established 
agencie s 0 

The Comprehensive Plan, while serving as a general guide and directive 
for decisions on Federal establishments, also sets forth a general, philoso- 
phy on land use and population distribution throughout the area*. These 
basic policies provide the foundation or reason for a Regional Thoroughfare 
Plan and policies for the provision of community facilities, such as water 
supply an d sewage disposal. The development of such plans is the joint 
and collaborative responsibility of the National Capital Planning Commission 
and the Regional Planning Council under the provisions of the 1 9$2 Planning

Impact on the Compr eh ensive FI an 

The Commission’s proposals for the location of future Federal establish- 
ments in the environs of Washington did not contemplate a large Federal es- 
tablishment in the Langley area,- On the contrary, its Plan for the location of 
Federal Employees limited the number of those ultimately necessary to complete 
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the Public Roads Research Laboratory development, then estimated in round 
figures not to exceed l s 000. The principal reasons for this were that the 
location lay within an area traditionally developed and developing with 
small estates and single-family homes of low density, which it was 
generally agreed as desirable to encourage and protect. Furthermore, 
there was already located or committed in the northwest sector outside of 
downtown Washington a disproportionately large distribution of Federal 
employment, tending in the long run to encourage an unbalanced and in- 


tensive growth in that direction. 

To offset this tendency, the Comprehensive Plan proposed in the 
Virginia sector generally west and southwest of the center, four loca- 

_ (employees each. 


tions for Federal establishments of approximately 
These would have the effect of stimulating intensive suburban growth of 
a satellite character in localities where there is already established 
a nucleus for an urban environment and to public facilities already 
projected or needed, 

Whereas the location of I

employees, more or less, at Langley 
does not accord with the 19$0 plan, a majority of the Commission believe 
that a revision of the plan to accommodate CIA can be appropriately made. 
The minority does not agree to this revision and believes that a location 
in Virginia west or southwest of the center of Washington would promote 
growth of territory better adapted for intensive stimulation. 

The position of the majority of the Commission is that there will 
be no adverse long-range effect of the CIA installation upon the estab- 
lished land use of the surrounding territory. They believe that in the 
immediate future employees will continue to live very much where they now 
live and that traffic to and from the installation can be handled over 

bridges, highways and parkways already planned though not necessarily 
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However, there is general agreement by both the Commission mid the 
Regional Council that improvements proposed in the Commission’s report 
of December 16 will need to be programmed at an earlier date to accommo- 
date the traffic volumes generated by the installation* 

The other point of view, represented by the minority, is that there 
will be a very profound effect upon the surrounding community with an 
installation of this size? The reasoning is that inevitably there will 
be created a demand for more intensive development of tributary territory' 
than has heretofore been contemplated- The fact that only about one-eighth 
of the employees of CIa own their own homes lends support to the viewpoint 
of tiie minority that a marked change in land use for the Langley area is 
inevitable# The ensuing economic pressure upon land will make it in- 
creasingly difficult, if not Impossible, for the Fairfax County authorities 
to maintain the same land use policies through zoning and subdivision con- 
trol that have heretofore been envisioned as most appropriate and de- 
sirable for this area,, This feeling is very strong among many property 
owners in the Langley area, is widely supported by professional planners 
and, perhaps most significantly, by the current waves of land speculation?. 
In this connection, the minority draws attention to the change that has 
taken place in Arlington County since the construction of the Pentagon., 

In 19li0 nearly three-fourths of the dwelling units in the county were of 
the single-family type. Today, more than half of all units are apartments 
■whrch have increased eight-fold against only a doubling of the single- 
family type t , 

The Langley site meets the general requirement, set forth in the 
Commission's April resolution, that it be in close proximity to the 
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Commission’s Proposed Regional Thoroughfare Plan, now generally accepted 
by the highway authorities. However, the -priority for construction of 
major features cf that plan will have to be advanced, as herein dis- 
cussed, if it is proved that the traffic circulation facilities which 
the installation will require are inadequate. 

Community Facilities 

The Regional Planning Council, in approving the Langley location 
last December, voted also to reouest that the Central Intelligence Agency 
request appropriations for certain improvements which it considered 
would be needed at the time the CIA headquarters is opened at Langley. 

The purpose of this action was, of course, to implement planning recom- 
mendations to which the local or state authorities were not financially 
committed* 

It would seem that the first step towards putting into effect the 
Council’s recommendation would be the development and agreement upon a 
program setting forth the specific community facilities required, and 
the estimates of cost and methods of financing. The latter is particular- 
ly important because of the different jurisdictions involved and the 
necessity for coordination in the programming of improvements. Following 
is a list and brief discussion of the important improvements which the 
studies of the Commission and the Council during the last year have re- 
vealed as being necessary to program definitely if the Langley site 
were chosen* 
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George Washington M emori al Par kway 

The construction of the George ".’lashing ton Memorial Parkway from 
Spout Run to Langley is universally accepted as having top priority,, 

The Clarke-Rapuano report also recommended that the parkway be extended 
to the Cabin John Bridge along with useful segments of the Ouber Loop, 
in which recommendation this Committee concurs-, 

While the legislation authorizing the use of the Langley location 
anticipated the construction of the parkway to Langley and provided for 
the allocation of necessary funds, the land acquisition program cannot be 
completed without additional contributions from Virginia to match 
Federal funds already available or to be made available for this purpose^ 
Surveys and appraisals are required before precise costs can be ascer~ 
tained. In all probability, several hundred thousand dollars will be 
needed .from state and county authorities,. 

Other Recommended Projects 

The Regional Planning Council has recommended the following improve- 
ments be financed at Federal expense concurrent with construction by the 
Agency unless state or local financing is or can be secured? 

(a) Route 123 0 - The widening to four lanes of Route 12 3 from 
Langley Corners to Chain Bridge ($1,100,000), The State of Virginia has 

agreed to widen that portion of Route 123 from Langley Comers to the 
Parkway ($3 >0,000). 

(b) Glebe_Road a - The widening of Glebe Road to four lanes from 
Lee Highway to Chain Bridge, estimated to cost $1,300, 000 „ 
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( c ) Chain Bridge Widening 0 • * The District Highway Department has 
estimated the widening of this structure to a capacity of four lanes 

to cost $l s 35>0»0C0 o The studies made by Clarke and Rapuano and others 
indicate the need of additional capacity at an early date, especially if 
present CIA. employees are to be encouraged to maintain their present 
residences,, Otherwise, additional traffic will be brought into and out 
of the central district over central area bridges, especially Key Bridge,, 

( d) Canal Road and Weaver Place ,, — Required in connection with the 
widening of Chain Bridge will be improvements to approach roads on the 
District side, estimated at a cost of $900,000,, 

( e ) Cabin J oh n Bridge and Segment of Outer Circumferenti al,, — While 
the Cabin John Bridge and the adjoining segments of the Outer Circumfer- 
ential have been indorsed by the Highway Departments of Maryland and 
Virginia and the Bureau of Public Roads, no program for their financing 
and construction has been agreed upon* Without this facility, trans- 
portation to and from the Langley site will be inadequate, causing 
serious congestion on existing highways.. If the CIA desires to locate 

at Langley, based in part upon the proximity to the Outer Loop, the 
Agency should take the initiative in advancing the priority of this 
important improvement by endorsing Federal aid to this end 0 

( f ) Water Suppl y and Se wage Disposal Prob lems, — So far as the 
Agency is concerned, it would seem to have solved its own immediate water 
and sewage problems through commitments already made by Federal and local 
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authorities. l£*ft unsolved, however, are services to any areas that 
may develop ahead of scheduled improvements due to the CIA installation. 

(g) Reservations for Park and Recreational needs. — ■ Regardless 
of any stimulus to local development from CIA, it has been estimated that 
based on present standards and ultimate development of this section of 
Fairfax County at low density that at least four times the present park 
and recreational area will be required to meet future needs. Should the 
growth of the area be accelerated, as sons anticipate, a progr am for 
financing advance acquisition of suitable open lands according to -the 
plan should be initiated by the county authorities. 

Recommended Planning Controls 

All those who have favored the Langley site have expressed great 
confidence in the ability of the county authorities, in cooperation with 
the interested agencies of the Federal Government, to control the charac- 
ter and extent of development which may either be required or which will 
take place as the result of the CIA installation. A clear understand- 
ing of mutual responsibilities should be formally established. To this 
end, it is suggested that the Central Intelligence Agency enter into a 
form of agreement or memorandum of understanding as to the policies of 
mutual concern that will be followed and financial responsibilities 
undertaken. 

More than a year ago consultants for the Fairfax County Planning 
Commission completed a comprehensive plan for the county, including a 
land use plan, setting up standards generally designed to maintain the 

single-family, low density, open type of development for the Langley 
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and adjoining areas* This plan has not yet been adopted* It becomss 
Imperative, therefore, in the interest of CIA as well as that of the 
home owners in the area who have become concerned about the effects 
of the installation, that the CIA impress upon the county authorities 
its desire and expectation of maintaining the low density character of 
the Langley area through immediate adoption of the county's comprehen- 
sive land use plan c 


C one lus ions 

The committee has endeavyred to point up the planning problems 
connected with the development of the Langley site as a location for 
CIA headquarters, In the hope that their inclusion in this report will 
serve a useful purpose in effecting their ultimate solution. 

The majority of the committee in arriving at its recommendations 
has accorded overriding importance to the emphasis placed upon the 
statements contained in Mr. Dulles * letter of January 23, 1956, that 
he is not free to select a location within the District and that by 
virtue of emergency measures already taken it is important to him to 
locate on the west side of the Potomac River*

Thank you for your letter of 16 December 1955 with which, you 
transmitted (l) the report and reco®*a3dKtion prepared by a Com- 
mittee of the National Capital Planning Coast sal on, end (2) a re- 
port and reoaaEKMationa of the National Capital Regional Planning 
Council » together with statements of certain local planning agencies, 

I am, of course, disappointed in the adverse action taken by 
the National Capital Planning Cotssoisaion in a vote of 6 to 5 against 
our proposal to locate the headquarters of the Central Intelligence 
Agency at Langley, particularly in view of the earlier action of the 
National Capital Segionol Planning Council to approve of the Langley 
site by a vote of 5 to 3 . 

Members of ay staff and our consultants have carefully reviewed 
the reports you have submitted, together with the accompanying re- 
commendations, aid it i« requested that your Coraaisaioa review further 
our proposal to establish a new headquarter 3 for the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency at Langley, the moat suitable site that we have found 
end the one which will best enable its to carry out the inqportant 
mission that the Congress of the United States ha® entrusted to ua. 

Our authorisation tm& appropriation were obtained with the clear 
understanding that while we were exempted team dispersal “ we would 
at the same time definitely not locate in the District of Columbia 
but, rather, on the fringe of the metropolitan area of greater 
Washington, It is important to us to have the Agency headquarters 
situated oa the west aide of the Potomac in order to conform with 
emergency measures that already have been taken. 
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Other major factors that were taken into consideration in our 
report to you included the accessibility of the site to several key 
points, generally in the Horthweet District of Columbia and adjacent 
Virginia areas as veil as accessibility or convenience to the homos 
of the majority of the Agency personnel. 


We recognise the high residential value of the area surround- 
ing the Gavorraent-cwned reservation of 7 ^ 9.5 acres at Langley. We 
would wish to keep this surrounding area’ as it is, for to do so 
would better suit our own requirement® for a send. -rural setting for 
the CIA headquarters , 

for reasons heretofore given, we believe that the character of 
the surrounding lands may be preserved for residential use as "a 
Qceramunity of low density, single family houses." There is no mate- 
rial evidence that our development "would eventually disrupt the 
entire community and require residential densities of land use and 
commercial development of a nature not dreamed of when the long 
range plana for the development of Fairfax County were drawn up.” 


In our representations to the Ca miartm 1 ndi cated dearly 
that approximately 75 per cent of the |

— I of residents of Virginia would use the vast 

entrance to the Reservation from Route 123, Shis means that the 
large majority of the CIA employees would enter and leave the site 
on the Potomac River or Parkway side of the Reservation there- 
by have little or no contact with the surrounding community. Wss 
shall provide attractive Cafeterias in the development for our em- 
ployees to that there will be no need for them to leave the Reserva- 
tion during the luncheon recese; in other words, there will be no 
need for shops and for other commercial development on the peri- 
phery of the Reservation to serve our employees; in fact, we would 
prefer none. 

As we see it, this proposed development of ours at Langley 
is not an ordinary type that planners say place in a category which 
fits the pattern of other concentrations of people brought together 
for eight hours a day. The proponents and the objectors to the use 
of the Langley site for the CIA headquarters have expressed their 
views with respect to the nature of the impact of this development 
Upon the surrounding areas, m believe that this la a very special 
problem end, as such it is our considered Judgment that the CIA 
can use lands already owned by the Government in the manner we 
have described so that the presence of tills Agency at Langley will 
become an asset rather than a liability to the surrounding caemunity . 
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We shall lend every possible eld to this end, and, in these circum- 
stances, we believe that the result vill be (acceptable to the large 
majority of persons who, for one reason or another, have expressed 
an interest in this matter, 3he fact that the officials of the County 
and a substantial majority of the people of the County desire to have 
us located at the Langley site seems, la a large measure, to prove 
our point. I am sure that you are ware of the results of the poll 
taken by Congressman Broyhill which indicate that 73.3 per cent 
of the voters of Fairfax County favor locating CIA at Langley with 
only 17.9 par cent opposing it, and 8,8 per cent having no opinion. 

It 1# also significant that each of the seven magisterial dietrlcte 
heavily favor locating CIA at Langley and la the Urancsville District, 
which Includes Langley, voters favor this site by a 1789 to 517 
margin. 

lbs prognostications with respect to the result of "impact" are 
largely conjectural. I believe that our argjmsent is predicated upon 
realistic observation that fit into the very special situation which 
Involves the proposed move of the CIA to Langley. We see no reason, 
for example, why the present zoning is necessarily' "suaeeptibel to 
successful downgrading by determined speculative interests, " or 
that' the location of CIA' at Langley will necessarily "stimulate urban 
developments with explosive and detrimental force in violent conflict 
with the Master Plan," Ihe area surrounding the Go varment Reserva- 
tion at Langley will develop more houses, whether or not the CIA is 
situated there. I say this because the area is not distant from the 
City of Washington and with the arterial improvements and the installa- 
tion of the approved sever lines in the Piaaalt Run water shed, growth 
la inevitable. Both of thee© lmprovanents were planned long before 
CIA contemplated going to Langley, Any "impact" resulting in a rise 
in land values when forcing "Boning and regulatory changes, in order 
that the tax increases would be sufficient to carry the burden of im- 
provements, " will be because of the normal development 0 f the area 
which was already preparing for an increased population long before 
the CIA project at Langley was considered. The CIA contemplates 
paying the prevailing rates charged by the local municipalities and. 
by the private utility corporations for services provided. Is It 
not true that the five year old Master Han (Comprehensive Plan for 
the national Capital and Its Environs) is a guide, and as such must 
be reviewed periodically to adjust its sight* to new times, conditions 
and the meeds of the Community? No doubt there vill be changes, 
for no Master Plan can remain static in the light, of the changes that 
are taking place now and that will take place even without CIA at 
Langley.

anticipate. It would seem to us to be an eminently appropriate site 
for the use we propose. 

Our consultant's report, dated 25 October 1955, toge^er with 
the! r suppleaental letter dated 12 December l l^e en- 

dorsed, clearly sets forth the problem with respect te the mm of 
access to and from the Langley site. He have ccurtin^d our studies 
and we do not concede that "large met mosey amj * »Wto 
provide access to the site} on the contarajy, v e are 
the Parkway, which must be c^truc^ frmitsp^!® 11 
to the Langley site, the is^TOVcmentsOftfc^sectlonofR^ ^ 
between the larfeway and the junction with Route ^ 
the planned improvements to the Key Bridge already uxater^tract 
are Seonly^terlal iaprcaraaants necessary to place aceess to 
SslStTS S^ive3ythe same level os at other sites aattt*» 
tec the operation of the Agency's proposed headquarter*.

Basse three hnprovesonts, togetlier withes j^erof 
other proposed arterial developments, ultimately will be required 
Aether the CIA goes to Langley or not} most. If not tfcwa 

were envisioned ^nr before Langley was considered as a site for 
CIA. As you alreSy Know, the State of Virgin has i^®atedthat 
it will ic^rove the section of Houte 123 between 
flernram ifeahincton Memo rial Parkway Interchange , and the ifetlonal 
Park. Service, through the Bureau of labile Beads, 'Wldl P^and ^and coa- 
structtL arkwsy from Its present terminus to the Langley site with 
funds to be made available by the CIA from its appropriation, as 
specified in the legislation. 

Our consultant's supplenental letter, dated 12 December 1955 , 
states, "It would be helpful to have certain other f :l8tic f 
proved and to have Chain Bridge widened, as stated in orig^ 

^ these will not be requi^ until ^ 
t ime s cheduled for development either by the Distrlc^ of ^ Columbia or 
by LirfaxCounty.” Your Coaaittee report includes the impravements 
to Chain Bridge. Canal. Hoad and Heaver Place as accessary. Prior 
to submitting their report, our consultant's had discussed the p^- 
tical capacities of Chain Bridge and its approaches, as well as the 
capacities of other Sotomac River bridges, with wpesente 
the District of Columbia Engineer CcamiSBioner . lou wixL recall 
that the results of a "point of origin and destination study > a£j re- 
quested by the Engineer Cassis sioner for the District of ©olwtbla, 

S2 forwarded to you on 9 December 1955* study had particuiar 

reference to those employees living in the District of Columbia and 
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Maryland who sight use Chain Ihridge as the rrsost direct route 
to the Langley site. It clearly shows that the anticipated traffic 
of our employees, who might use this bridge, plus the present 
traffic would not exceed, the rated capacity of Chain Bridge. Since 
the improvements to Key Bridge are already tinder contract and 
the construction of the Constitution Avenue Bridge is assured, we 
still believe that as far as the inpact of CIA traffic alone is con- 
cerned we can effectively use the Langley site with only those 
bridge and road lappovementa as outlined by our consul tants . 

The position taken by the Ocemdasion seems to have been 
based on two primary factors: the potential impact on the area sM 

the extensive construction and Improvements of access highways 
and bridges. I believe this position to be basically inconsistent, 
since the Comission apparently believes, on the one hand, that 
there will be a major relocation of our personnel resulting in a 
tremendous Impact upon the area surrounding the Langley site, 
while, on the other hand, it declares a necessity for extensive im- 
provements to highways and bridges predicated upon the assumption 
that the great majority of our people will remain where they pres- 
ently reside, thereby forcing a vest highway construction program. 
Even if the highway construction and improvements your Commission 
has specified as minimum to provi de access to the Langley site were 
necessary, we could not at the same time accept the premise that 
the area would be subjected to the impact which you visualize. 

\ 

Your Committee raised questions concerning the availability 
of water supply and sewage disposal. I have assurances from the 
City of Falls Church that they will deliver an adequate supply of 
water to the Langley site. Char consultant * a report, dated 23 Oct. 
her 1955/ and their suppleaentary letter, dated 12 December 1955 > 
set forth clearly the whole question related to sewage disposal. 
Fairfax County has agreed to provide an adequate plant to take care 
of their own needs and those of the CIA, and, as I have already 
indicated, it is anticipated that the Agency will pay the Quaternary 
charges set forth in the County's rate schedule, together with the 
customary quarterly service charges. 


In my Judgment and that of our consultants, the Langley site 
is the best available one that will serve cur purposes adequately. 

A site in the Northwest quadrant of Hie greater %shington area would 
be most convenient to tee hceses of the majority of the members of 
our staff. Therefore, the location of the CIA at Langley would elim- 
inate the necessity of having our employees go through downtown 
Washington and other congested areas during the morning and even- 
ing rush hours. The Langley site is strategically situated in that 
it will be at one of the important crossroads on the proposed Outer 
Loop. I must consider the site selection broblem from a long 
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range point of view with due consideration of tl» interest and re 
quireaents of CIA m well as the Interest of the Washington Metro* 
politan Area Ccra^rehenstve Plan. 

As you know, we have considered, this matter with you since 
February of 1955 » and I ** appreciative of the time and considera- 
tion 'which the Cocsaission has si wen to it. However, unices i css 
sake a final decision at a very early date as to the location of the 
building so that preliminary plans end cost estimates can be pres- 
ented to the Congress during this sessions, X am fearful that the 
entire project may be delayed for at least another year. Accordingly > 
my X request that the Com! salon reconsider tbie matter at its 
Xbbxmry meeting sad. sake Its final report &m soon thereafter as 
possible . Ms and cur cojurultauts, iisssts. Olarise sad B&jny&oo, 
stand, ready at any time to assist in any possible way. idiile no 
additional formal presentation seems to be necessary., I believe 
that it would be beneficial to fcnve Messrs. Clcrte and i^puano, and 
representatives ©f tills Agency, present at your meting in order to 
try t© answer any questions which the Coiwslasioa may wish to ask.
